the goveinor, with the advice and consent of the senate,
& surveyor general for each of the districts aforesaid, who

shall be a citizen of the district for which he is appointed
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at the time of his appointment, and he shall enter upon
the discharge of the duties of his office on the third Mon-
day in April next succeeding his appointment, and shall
hold his office for two years and until his sueccessor is
appointed, confirmed and qualified. Provided, That it
shall be the duty of the surveyor general whose term of
office has expired, to make the scale bills and record them
in the books of the surveyor general’s office, of all logs
scaled by him or deputies prior to the time he surrenders
the same to his suceessor, and for that purpose he shall
have access to the books of the office, and all bills so
made and recorded shall huve the same validity as it made .
and recorded during his term of oflice.

Skc. 2. Chapter ninety-five of the general laws of
eighteen hundred and sixty-seven, is hereby repesled.
